Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1908,  I  regret  that  the 

Medical  Officer,  Dr.  King,  has,  so  far,  found 
himself  unable  to  resume  the  duties  of  the 
office. 


During-  the  year  707  deaths  were  registered  in  the 
Borough,  giving  a  rate  of  15*13  per  1000  as  against  680 
deaths  with  a  rate  of  14*8  for  the  preceding  year. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  deaths  of  61  persons 
belonging*  to  the  Borough  occurred  in  public  institutions 
outside  the  district,  viz.  : — At  Wigan  Infirmary  i,  Man¬ 
chester  Infirmary  i,  Astley  Sanatorium  6  and  Union 
Workhouse  52. 

These  deaths  are  included  in  Tables  I.  and  IV. 
accompanying  this  Report,  and  give  a  total  number  of  768 
deaths  (males  388,  females  380)  and  a  corrected  rate  of  16*44 
per  1000,  as  against  750  and  a  corrected  rate  of  16*08  per 
1000  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  average  death-rate,  corrected,  for  ten  years  1898- 
1907  being  18*21  per  1000. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  infectious 
diseases  including  Diarrhoea,  was  equal  to  2*29  per  1000 
as  against  1*9  per  1000  for  the  previous  year. 

Twenty  deaths  were  of  children  prematurely  born. 

Sixty-one  inquests  were  held  during  the  year, 
certifying  25  deaths  to  natural  causes,  21  to  injury,  5  to 
accidental  drowing,  3  to  burning,  4  to  suicide,  2  to  heart 
disease  and  1  to  phthisis. 

The  number  of  births  registered  was  1308  (males 
657,  females  651),  the  rate  being  equal  to  28*00,  as  against 
25*32  per  1000  for  the  previous  year.  An  improvement,  on 
last  year’s  figures  in  this  respect,  has  to  be  noted. 

Th  e  average  birth-rate  for  the  ten  years  1898-1907 
being  equal  to  32*53  per  1000. 
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Of  the  1308  children  born,  209  died  during*  the  year, 
giving*  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  159  per  1000  births. 
For  the  previous  year  the  rate  was  equal  to  1 5 1  per  1000 
births. 

Of  the  1308  births,  24  were  illeg*itimate,  and  of  these 
1 1  died,  giving*  a  mortality  rate  for  illegitimate  infants  of 
458  per  1000  births.  The  rate  for  legitimate  infants  was 
equal  to  154  per  1000  births. 

D  uring  the  previous  year  23  illegitimate  births  were 
registered,  with  13  deaths,  a  mortality  rate  of  565  per  1000 
births. 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  the  year  is  540. 

The  following  table  gives  the  population,  number  of 
deaths  and  births,  and  rate  per  1000,  including  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  who  have  died  outside 
the  district,  in  the  respective  Wards  for  the  year  : —

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The  highest  death-rate  occurred  in  Etherstone  Ward  and  the 
lowest  in  Lilford  Ward.  The  highest  birth-rate  occurred  in  St. 
Peter’s  Ward  and  the  lowest  in  Lilford  Ward. 

For  the  previous  year  the  highest  death-rate  occurred  in  St. 
Joseph’s  Ward,  with  22*02  per  1000,  and  the  lowest  in  Lilford  Ward 
with  12*00  per  1000.  The  highest  birth-rate  was  in  St.  Paul’s  with 
32*46  per  1000,  and  the  lowest  in  Lilford  with  16*47  per  1000.

SMALL-POX. 


There  have  been  no  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year.  The 
last  case  notified  was  on  September  30th,  1904. 
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MEASLES 

Was  the  cause  of  4  deaths.  The  deaths  occurred  at  the  following- 
age  periods: — Under  one  year  1,  one  year  and  under  five  3.  The 
deaths  belonged  to  the  following  Wards  :  St.  Mary’s  3,  St  Joseph’s 
1.  There  are  no  figures  available  to  show  the  total  number  of  cases

which  occurred. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  the  year  147  cases  were  notified,  as  against  249  for  the 
previous  year.  Eighty-seven  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium, 
with  1  death,  and  60  cases  were  treated  at  home,  with  3  deaths. 

The  death-rate  from  this  cause  was  equal  to  0*08  per  1000,  and 
the  case  mortality  to  2-7  per  cent.  For  the  previous  year  the  death- 
rate  was  equal  to  o’2i  per  1000,  and  the  case  mortality  to  4*01  per 
cent.  During-  the  past  three  years  the  annual  number  of  cases  has 
shown  a  marked  decrease — the  figures  being  in  1906,  335  ;  in  1907, 
249  and  in  1908,  147. 


DIPHTHERIA 

(AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP). 

Of  this  disease  75  cases  were  notified,  with  22  deaths,  as  against 
27  and  5  deaths  for  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  from  this 
cause  was  equal  to  0*47  per  1000,  and  the  case  mortality  equal  to 
29-3  per  cent.  During  the  past  three  years  the  annual  number  of 
cases  has  shown  a  marked  increase,  the  figures  being  in  1906,  16 
cases  with  4  deaths  ;  in  1907,  27  cases  with  5  deaths  ;  and  in  1908, 
75  cases  with  22  deaths.  I  believe  that  the  fact  that  no  Isolation 
accommodation  has  been  available  for  these  cases  is  to  a  great 
extent  responsible  for  this  increase.  A  mild  attack  of  this  disease 
may  not  cause  any  great  inconvenience  to  the  patient  beyond  a 
painful  throat  and  a  certain  sense  of  lassitude  ;  this  may  all  pass  off 
in  a  few  days  and  the  patient  gets  up  and  possibly  mixes  with  other 
children.  The  period  of  infectivity  varies  from  ten  days  to  about 
three  weeks  from  the  onset,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  this 
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period  the  patient  feels  perfectly  well.  The  result  is  that  it  is  found 
almost  impossible  to  compel  the  isolation  of  the  child  ;  none  the  less 
is  he,  however,  a  source  of  danger  to  those  other  children  with 
whom  he  may  come  in  contact  and  to  whom  he  may  hand  on  the 
disease  in  a  virulent  form.  One  has  only  to  study  the  case  mortality 
to  recognise  the  fact  that  this  disease  is  one  of  the  most  deadly  to 
which  childhood  is  subject.  Undoubtedly  the  lives,  of  many  children 
who  contract  this  disease,  are  saved  by  the  use  of  the  anti-toxin 
supplied  at  the  Health  Office. 

From  my  report  of  March  24th,  1908,  I  quote  the  following 
remarks  : — “  You  will  notice  that  during  the  last  four  weeks  the 
“  notifications  of  Diphtheria  are  only  one  less  than  those  of  Scarlet 
“  Fever.  Two  cases  occurred  in  a  house  containing  eight  children, 
“  all  under  eleven  years  of  age.  Of  these  two  cases,  one  has  since 
“  died.  I  found  it  absolutely  impossible  to  secure  efficient  isolation 
“  for  these  cases  at  home  and  was  unable  to  get  them  removed  to 
“  the  Isolation  Hospital.  ...  It  is  almost  inconceivable  that, 
“  in  a  town  of  46,000  inhabitants,  possessing  an  isolation  hospital, 
“  no  accommodation  should  be  available  for  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
“  and  this  should  be  rectified  as  soon  as  possible.” 

I  am  now  able  to  say  that  at  the  time  of  issue  of  this  present 
report  accommodation  has  been  arranged  for  diphtheritic  cases  at 
the  Sanatorium. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

Was  the  cause  of  7  deaths,  as  against  25  for  the  previous  year. 
Two  of  these  deaths  occurred  at  an  age  less  than  one  year  ;  four 
occurred  between  the  ag'es  of  one  and  five,  and  one  between  five  and 
fifteen  years. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

During  the  year  24  cases  were  notified,  being  equal  to  a  rate  of 
0*51  per  1000.  Of  these  7  died,  giving  a  rate  of  0*15  per  1000  and 
a  case  mortality  of  29*0  per  cent. 


For  the  previous  year  40  cases  were  notified,  being-  equal  to  a 
rate  of  o*8  per  1000  and  7  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  rate  of  o’i5  per 
1000  and  a  case  mortality  of  17*5  per  cent. 

Nine  cases  were  treated  at  home,  with  2  deaths,  and  15  at  the 
Sanatorium,  with  5  deaths. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  ORGANS. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  189  deaths — Bronchitis  103 
and  Pneumonia  86, — the  respiratory  death-rate  for  the  year  being 
equal  to  4*04  per  1000,  as  against  168  deaths  and  a  rate  of  3*6  per 
1000  for  the  preceding  year.

PHTHISIS  (CONSUMPTION) 

Was  the  cause  of  43  deaths,  a  rate  of  0-94  per  1000,  as  against  35 
deaths  and  a  rate  of  0*76  per  1000  for  the  previous  year. 

Voluntary  notification  is  in  force  in  the  Borough,  6  cases  being 
notified  as  against  5  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  “  Other  Tubercular  Diseases,” 
equal  to  a  rate  of  0*19  per  1000,  as  against  26  deaths  and  a  rate  of 
0*56  per  1000  the  previous  year 

The  total  deaths  from  Tubercular  Diseases  being  52  as  against 
61  for  the  previous  year. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  have 
shown  a  diminution  ;  the  deaths  in  1906  being  70  ;  in  1907  being  61  ; 
and  in  1908  being  52. 
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I  do  not  think  that  the  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has 
contributed  to  effect  this  reduction  to  any  extent,  and  can  only 
attribute  it  to  the  fact  that  it  is  beginning'  to  be  recognised  that 
tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  disease  against  the  ravages  of  which, 
light,  cleanliness  and  fresh  air  are  the  most  potent  protectors.

DIARRHCEA 


Was  the  cause  of  62  deaths,  the  rate  being  equal  to  1  '32  per 
1000  as  against  32  deaths  and  a  rate  of  0*69  per  1000  for  the 
previous  year. 


The  deaths  occurred  at  the  following  age  periods  : — Under  one 
year  49,  one  and  under  five  years  10,  five  and  under  15  years  1,  over 
65  years  2. 


I  look  to  the  conversion  of  privies  throughout  the  Borough  to 
reduce  this  mortality  which  is  almost  double  that  of  1907  ;  the 
latter  year’s  mortality  was,  however,  considerably  lower  than  that 
of  its  precursor.  Many  of  the  cow-sheds,  from  which  milk  comes 
into  the  Borough,  have  been  rebuilt  or  altered  and  put  into  a  state 
of  good  sanitary  repair  ;  this  fact  should  enable  the  milk  to  be 
delivered  in  a  bacteriologically  more  pure  state  than  was  possible 
under  the  older  conditions,  and  thus  help  to  lessen  the  diarrhoea. 


EPIDEMIC  INFLUENZA 


Caused  6  deaths,  as  against  9  for  the  previous  year. 


CANCER 


Caused  24  deaths,  with  a  rate  equal  to  0*51  per  1000,  as  against  21 
deaths  and  a  rate  of  0*45  per  1000  for  the  previous  year. 


ERYSIPELAS. 


Thirty-three  cases  were  notified,  none  of  these  had  a  fatal 
termination. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER 

Caused  2  deaths,  3  cases  were  notified. 

OTHER  CAUSES  OF  DEATH 

Were  :  —  Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Parturition  7,  Heart  Diseases 
67,  Accidents  27,  Suicides  4  ;  all  other  causes  226.  Deaths  uncer¬ 
tified  7. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  nightsoil  up  to  December  31st  was  still  carried 
on  by  contract  :  after  this  date  the  arrangements  were  altered.  The 
refuse  was  destroyed  at  the  rate  of  160  tons  weekly  at  the  destructor 
and  the  remaining  portion  disposed  of  to  farmers  or  tipped  on  the 
Sewage  Farm. 

With  reference  to  the  recommendation  in  my  last  year’s  Report 
regarding  the  formation  of  a  Cleansing  Department,  I  understand 
that  a  Committee  is  now  considering  the  matter. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  that  during  the  year 
3260  loads  of  wet  refuse  ;  3566  loads  of  dry  refuse  ;  123  loads  of 
market  refuse  ;  379  loads  of  trade  refuse  ;  and  43  tons  of  offal  have 
been  destroyed  at  the  destructor  works.  In  addition  to  the  above 
the  carcases  of  73  dogs,  & c.,  have  been  destroyed  ;  the  total  weight 
being  8541  tons,  15  cwts.,  2  qrs.,  and  the  cost  of  burning  is.  o^d. 
per  ton. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Special  Com¬ 
mittee  on  this  subject,  notices  were  served  on  all  the  occupiers  of 
the  farms  on  which  defects  were  found.  I  am  pleased  to  find,  from 
th  ose  farms  that  I  have  inspected,  that  many  alterations  and  im¬ 
provements  have  been  carried  out,  and  I  do  not  think  that  any 


Inspector  could  now  say  that  the  cowsheds  were  “  dark,  badly 
ventilated,  paved  and  channelled.” — (  Vide  Dr.  Sweeting’s  Report  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  in  March,  1908.) 

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  year  163  samples,  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
were  taken  within  the  Borough.  With  three  exceptions,  the  milk 
samples  were  genuine.  Three  prosecutions  were  instituted  and 
fines  of  ^5  and  costs,  £1  and  costs,  and  is.  and  costs  were 
inflicted.

For  exposing  unsound  rabbits  for  sale  in  the  Market  Place,  two 
prosecutions  were  instituted  :  in  one  case  a  penalty  of  two  months’ 
imprisonment  was  inflicted,  without  the  option  of  a  fine  ;  in  the 
other  case  costs,  amounting  to  £ 3  3s.  od.,  were  obtained. 

For  slaughtering  on  unlicensed  premises  two  prosecutions  were 
instituted  :  convictions  were  obtained  in  both  cases,  the  penalties 
inflicted  being  ^3  and  costs  and  jQi  and  costs. 
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COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  are  two  Common  Lodging-Houses  registered  in  the 
Borough.  Frequent  visits  are  made  and  they  are  found  to  be 
carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 


THE  WATER  SUPPLY 

Continues  satisfactory,  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity.  While  there 
has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  Enteric  Fever  in  some  of  the 
surrounding  districts,  there  have  been  fewer  cases  in  this  district 
than  in  the  past  five  years. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

Including  Bakehouses,  there  are  149  workshops  registered  in 
the  Borough.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-seven  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year  and  fifteen  written  notices  were  served. 


The  following  defects  were  noted  and  dealt  with  : — Want  of 
cleanliness  16,  want  of  ventilation  3. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr. 
Jackson)  for  the  following*  summary  of  nuisances,  etc., 
dealt  with,  and  I  wish  to  put  on  record  the  great  assistance 
that  I  have  received  throughout  the  year  from  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Sanitary  Staff.

REMOVAL  OF  BUTCHER’S  OFFAL. 

During  the  nine  months  ending  September  30th,  1908,  191 
tanks  of  offal  were  removed  from  the  slaughter-houses  and 
fish-shops  within  the  Borough  at  a  total  cost  of  /,34  9s.  2d. — 
^26  10s.  od.  for  horse  hire  and  ^7  19s.  2d.  for  labour. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine  tubs  of  offal  were 
removed  at  a  chargee  of  6d.  per  tub,  making  the  total  receipts 
^27  14s.  6d.,  which  shows  a  loss  for  the  nine  months  of  £6 
14s.  8d. 
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The  whole  of  the  offal  was  removed  to  the  Refuse  Tip  at 
Warring-ton  Road  and  buried,  consequently  there  was  no 
revenue  therefrom. 


We  ceased  collecting-  this  class  of  refuse  after  the  30th 
September  last,  and  since  that  date  the  offal  has  been  removed 
to  the  Destructor  by,  and  at  the  expense  of,  the  persons  from 
whom  we  had  previously  collected  the  same,  and  it  is  being  so 
removed  at  present. 


CANAL  BOATS  ACTS,  1877  and  1884. 

/ 

During  the  year,  140  Canal  Boats  were  inspected,  and  with 
few  exceptions  were  found  to  be  clean,  well  kept  and  in  good 
repair. 


The  Boats  inspected  were  registered  to  receive  437  persons 
— 41 1  in  the  after-cabins  and  26  in  the  fore-cabins. 


The  number  of  persons  found  on  the  Boats  at  times  of 
inspection,  allowing  two  children  as  one  adult,  was  166,  viz.  : 
141  males,  22  females,  and  5  children.  One  of  the  children  was 
under  five  years  of  age,  three  were  over  five  and  under  ten 
years  of  age,  and  one  was  over  ten  years  of  age. 


The  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  were  as 
follows,  viz.  : — 

Eight  Boats  required  cleansing  and  painting*. 

Two  Boats  required  repairs  to  cabins. 

Three  Boats  the  pumps  were  out  of  order. 


Two  Boats  the  name  was  indistinct. 
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Verbal  notice  was  given  of  n  cases  of  infringements,  and 
in  4  cases  written  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  the 
Boats.  In  each  case  the  requirements  of  the  notices  have  been 
carried  out. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  on  the  Boats. 


I  have  no  infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  to 
report  with  respect  to  Registration,  Notification  of  Change  of 
Master,  Marking,  Separation  of  Sexes,  Ventilation,  Removal 
of  Bilge  Water,  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases,  or  Admit¬ 
tance  of  Inspector. 


Three  Boats  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  and  in 
no  case  has  fresh  registration  been  rendered  necessary  by  struc¬ 
tural  alterations  in  Boats  previously  registered.

SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS, 

1875  TO  I907. 

During  the  year,  I  have  taken  101  samples  under  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  within  the  Borough,  and,  in  addition 
to  these,  62  samples  were  taken  by  the  County  Authorities, 
making  a  total  of  163  samples. 

The  samples  were  submitted  to  Professor  Campbell  Brown, 
County  Analyst,  who  certified  that  the  whole  of  the  samples 
taken  by  the  County  Authorities  were  genuine,  and,  with  three 
exceptions,  the  samples  submitted  by  myself  were  also  genuine. 

As  instructed  by  the  Health  Committee,  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  April  and  October  against  the  owners  of  the  three 
non-genuine  samples,  which  were  of  milk,  and  fines  of  ^5  os.  od. 
and  costs,  £1  os.  od.  and  costs  and  one  shilling  and  costs 
respectively  were  imposed  by  the  Borough  Justices.

The  cases  were  brought  before  the 
Borough  Justices,  on  the  13th  October,  who  imposed  a  penalty 
of  two  months’  imprisonment  without  the  option  of  a  fine  upon 
John  Moran,  the  case  against  Elizabeth  Ratclifife  being  with¬ 
drawn  upon  the  payment  of  ^3  3s.  od.  costs. 

Legal  proceedings  were  also  instituted  against  William 
Henry  Jenkins  for  slaughtering'  a  cow  upon  unlicensed  premises 
on  Sunday,  the  16th  August,  and  for  using  un-registered  pre¬ 
mises  as  a  Knacker’s  Yard  on  the  8th  December.  In  the  former 
case  a  fine  of  ^3  os.  od.  and  costs  and  in  the  latter  a  fine  of 
jQi  os.  od.  and  costs  was  imposed. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During'  the  year  291  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  have  been 
notified,  of  which  147  were  Scarlet  Fever,  24  Typhoid  Fever, 
33  Erysipelas,  6  Phthisis,  75  Diphtheria,  3  Membraneous  Croup 
and  3  Puerperal  Fever. 

Of  this  number,  87  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  15  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium.
